“Th* fanners in my section of 
the county are adopting an entire­ 
ly new system in the conduct of 
their 
agricultural 
program this 
year,” said a prominent 
the Tabor community in_ talking 
with an Eagle reporter p

afternoon. 
This man lives just a 
mile or so west of the town of 
Tabor. He said that they were ail 
interested in the f i l i n g s of the 
cotton and more feed and food 
A. and M. College, in planting less 


SC^Tersonally,” he said, “I am go 
in* to raise everything I can at 
home in this line, to stop the^ con­ 
fitent drain upon the profits of ma­ 
jor crops for necessities that could 
liave been produced on the fwrm* 
I am going to raise as big and fine 
a garden aa I can and what I can­ 
not use on the table fresh, or mar' 
ket in the raw state, I san going 
to can up in jars and use through 
the winter; or, as in the case of 
meats, cure in the winter and eat 
it during the summer. 
“I am putting out three acres in 
watermelons and canteloupes, and 
expect to sell them in Bryan 
ail that I can, and sell the rest 
wherever there is a market, prob­ 
ably shipping 
out some carload 
lots”. 
Since he has 
some 250 
hills planted, and each vine should 
produce from a half-dozen to 
dozen 
melons in a good 
season 
which is indicated by present con 
ditions, anyone can eanily figure 
out on pencil and paper the num­ 
ber of melons he will produce. By 
ascertaining the number of melons 
of average size in a carload, one 
can arrive at the number of cars 
that this one farmer may ship out 
of Bryan this year, under favor­ 
able conditions. 
And, aa he is an 
upland farmer, 
he will not 
threatened by the flood waters that 
might come to the fanner rn the 
Bottom- 
“Farmers have got to learn to 
live at home,” he said. 
‘‘I have 
been farming all my life and that 
is 63 years. I practiced the meth­ 
od of growing all my feed and 
food for many years but abandon 
ed the custom the last few years 
and I can see where I lost muc.i 
money by so doing.” 
In addition to the above 
farmer is putting out many pea 
nuts, tomatoes, cucumbers, etc., 
for the same general reasons.

Agriculture is the basic industry 
because everything comes from 
Mother earth in the source. M itn- 
out soil, moisture and 
sunshine 
there could lie no world for life 
ould not exist. 
All 
three 
are 
God-given gifts to man. 
We can­ 
not change the 
sunshine, 
as re­ 
gards farming. 
We can assist na­ 
ture in the m atter of moisture by 
providing irrigation or artificial 
neans of watering 
the 
soil or 
growing crops. 
Perhaps more can be done in 
soil improvement than in any other 
thing. 
Soil can be worn out just 
like anything else. 
The 
human 
body can be taxed beyond endur­ 
ance with some 
one 
thing 
and 
finds a rest refreshing. 
It is of­ 
ten rested by doing something else 
The soil, when forced to under 
go the trying circumstances of the 
single-crop method, becomes less 
and less productive with each pass 
iig year, because certain things 
that are used in building or grow­ 
ing that crop, are used up gradual­ 
ly and finally die out. Each crop 
takes something different, or dif­ 
ferent proportions from the soil. 
Then by giving the soil a rest—by 
not planting for a few years, is 
one way of permitting nature to 
restore the lost properties to the 
soil. 
But, few farmers can afford 
to do this and instead, they sub- 
titute the system of crop-rotation 
Crop rotation is giving the soil 
a rest and a chance to build up by 
letting it grow another crop for a 
change. 
The different crop Ukes 
different properties from the soil 
and when first planted after sin­ 
gle-cropping, finds plenty of the 
right kind of food in 
the soil to 
enable it to grow 
and 
produce 
abundantly. 
By 
continuing this 
crop roUtion method the soil 
enabled to maintain, at least in a 
measure, its strength and fertility 
The planting of 
legumes enables 
the farmer to produce a cr°P which 
is of extra value in that essential 
qualities are replaced in the soil 
Another means, which is more 
of the artificial kind, is building 
up the soil by replacing, through 
commercial fertilizer, those pro 
pertieB which are 
run 
down or 
lacking. 
Still another method of assisting 
nature to 
build 
up 
her 
own 
strength is to drain the low places 
with a ditching system, properly 
located and laid out, to remove 
the surplus water that stands on 
other-wise productive land. Coup­ 
led with this form is the matter of 
a terracing system that will pre­ 
vent the washing 
of soil or ero­ 
sion. 
When the top soil, which is 
full of humus and most productive, 
ii, washfd away, only the sub-soil 
is left. and this will not produce 
until left open to the sunshine rain 
and vegetation that 
decays and 
produces humus. 
But the contin­ 
ued erosion or wildling away, pre­ 
vents any surface from developing 
fertility and is washed down the 
creeks and rivers to provide fer­ 
tility to some other man’s place 
far down the stream, or is washed 
into the sea, and therefore lost, as 
far as its usefulness to mankind is 
concerned.

The Eagle, finding that the lit­ 
tle city of Bryan ranked next to 
the three largest cities in Texas, 
and ahead of Houston, 
El Paso, 
Austin, Waco and of the other 
larger citied was interested to 
know just how the percentages 
stood. 
A courteous and quick re­ 
sponse from 
the office of Dean 
Charles E. Friley, registrar of the 
College, gave this information as 
given in this article. 
Dallas has 
178 students at A. and M., San 
Antonio 142, Bryan 79, and Fort 
Worth 76. 
Now, using these figures and 
working them out on a percentage 
basis, San Antonio leads the list 
with 26 per cent of her number on 
the “distinguished 
student” Batement. 
Dallas ranks second with 21 per;
